Frank E. Hering was born in Pennsylvania; graduated from Willims- 


port High School^ entered the University of Chicago in 1893; and for six 
years was instructor in history and English at the University of Notre 
Dame, Ind. He has devoted much time to research work and speaking on 
industrial and economic subjects during the last twenty years, probably de- 
livering more lectures in the country during that length of time than any 
other American.. He was twice the national head of the Fraternal Order of 
Eagles, and for the last nine years he has been managing editor of The 
Eagle Magazine, a publication that is conceded to be the best fraternal 
publication in the country.. He is the author of the resolution creating the 
Patriotic Fund by which the Fraternal Order of Eagles raised and distrib- 
uted $1,500,000 to the dependents of those members of the Fraternity who 


lost their lives in military service during the late 
war. 
He is also the author of the resolution pro- 


viding for an educational campaign by the 
Eagles to bring about the adoption of statutes by 
the various states providing for Old Age Pen- 
sions.
